A number of cottages 
occupy the ground at present, but 
these will be removed by May 1 and ground 
will be broken for the foundations of the 
new structure. Henry L. Frank, as Cnair- 
man of the Building Committee, has charge 
of this branch of the work, and is rapidly 
pushing the plans for a three-story and base- 
ment building, probably 55x90 feet, to cost 
about $40,000. The training-school organiza- 
tion paid $21,000 for the ground and still has 
over $20,000 in the treasury. It is expected 
that the building will be ready for several 
hundred pupils next spring. At present 
work is carried on in the parsonage 
building of Sinai Temple on Twenty-first 
street. Nearly 100 children are being taught 
there free of charge. The expenses of the 
institution from June 1 to Dec. 1 were about 
$2,000, including a number of repairs. 
WORK YET TO BE DONE. 

In order to maintain the new training 
school a great deal of money will have to be 
raised. The members expect w get this, and 
are hard at work procuring new members 
and donations. They agree that the institu- 
tion will be a great success, and are bending 
all their energies to make it such. The train- 
ing school will receive boys and girls. 
Prepsrations have been made to teach the lat- 
ter kindergarten work, kitchengarden work, 
aud sewing, and both sexes will have the 
benefit of elementary instruction in English. 
The boys’ department will consist of a com- 
plote manual training school. It is hoped 
that enough money can be raised to extend 
the charity outside of the manual training— 
to clothe and feed the pupils. 

All of the many charitable and social or- 
ganizations composed of Chicago Hebrews 
have contributed or intend to contribute to 
the training school fund. Chief amongst 
these is the Young Men’s Hebrew Charity 
Association, which gave the recent charity 
ball at Battery D. This association donated 
$5,000 of its proceeds from the ball to the 
training school organization. It is expected 
that several gentlemen will give $5,000 
apiece, which will entitle them to be called 
founders of the new institution, which will 
be known as the Jewish Training School of 
Chicago. Whether it will be restricted to 
Jewish chilaren is a question for future con- 
sideratuon. 


SHARON'S CASE DELAYED. 


The Matter Comes Up for a Hearing in 
Judge Collins’ Court 

The decree of divorce which Henry Sharon 
so ardently hoped might be entered by Judge 
Collins yesterday was not granted him, the 
matter being put off for a week in order to 
serve notice on Florence Sharon at Inger- 
soll, Ont., that her husband would make a 
motion Monday to have the decree of divorce 
entered as having been issued Dee. 20. 

The court proceedings yesterday were 
brief. Attorney Knight addressed Judge 
Collins, saying he thought he saw a way out 
of the dilemma for his client. “I suggest 
that we serve Mrs. Florence Sharon with a 
notice that Monday next we will move for a 
decree dated Dec. 20. If she wishes to de- 
fend she can be here; if not, the decree can 
be entered.”’ 

„Where is she?“ asked Judge Collins. 

“In Ingersoll, Canada,” promptly an- 
swered Mr. Sharon. 

Listening to the proceedings in court yes- 
terday were twomen. These two men were 
George P. Harris, uncle of Florence Sharon, 
and Richard Diilon, Florence’s cousin. As 
soon as they got into the hall the former 
said: “I wanted to see what Sharon was 
going todo. If this divorce goes through it 
will be an outrage. Sharon said that his

John A. Murphy, the notary before whom 
the appearance of Florence was sworn, was 
asked yesterday : 

„Didn't she sign the appearance before 
you?” 

“No, but she acknowledged it. When I 
gave it up to Sharon it was after he had 
treated her rather harshly. She came in my 
room weepmg and said: ‘I might as well 
give up the fight; give him the paper.’ ” 


BUNKO MEN SWINDLE AN IOWAN. 


Lake Palmer of Burlington Loses $5,000 
by the Old, Vid Game. 

Bomtxorox, Ia., Feb. 11.—[Special.]—A 
sensation was caused in this city today when 
it became known that Luke Palmer, one of 
the oldest residents and biggest property- 
owners in the city, had been bunkoed out 
of 35.000 last Saturday. Mr. Palmer 
was accosted on the street bya young man 
who represented himself as the nephew of 
John T. Remey, President of the State Na- 
tional Bank, and was induced to accompany 
him for the purpose of being present- 
ed with a copy of Bancroft’s History of 
the United States. When the pair arrived 
atthe young man’s qu a confederate, 
who impersonated a book agent, was found. 
To the book business was attached a sort of 
lottery scheme, every purchaser of a book 
having a right to several draws. Mr. 
Palmer was induced to draw and 
was declared to have won $5,000, 
but the rules of the concern required that he 
exhibit an equal amount before he was per- 
mitted to carry off his winning. Mr. Palmer 
was finally induced to go to the bank and 
draw the amount, and soon returned and 
it on the table, and as he yet 

had the right to two draws he was prevailed 
on to draw again, and was deciared to have 
lost, the agent at the same time gathering 
up the money. Mr. Palmer’s young friend 
by promises ot restitution induced that 
gentleman to keep the matter quiet 
till Saturday night, when he disappeared, 
A gentleman in this city claims to have rec- 
ognized one of the men as “ Big Nose Kelly,” 
with several aliases, who three years ago 
swindled a State official at Topeka, Kas., out 
of $12,000.

A Trembling of the Earth Reported from 
the British Dominion. 
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EXCITEMENT IN A HOTEL. 


THEATRICAL PEOPLE CAUSE A COM. 
MOTION AT THE COMMERCIAL. 


The Screams of Miss Clara Russell, a Mem- 
ber of Mary Anderson’s Company, At- 
tract the Other Persons in the House— 
The Actress’ Husband Ejected from the 
Ballding—The Woman Telis a Story of 
Ill Usage During a Short Married Life. 

Miss Clara Russell, one of the leading 
members of Miss Mary Anderson’s company 
and leader of the dance, claimed to have 
been ill-treated in the Commerciai Hotel last 
night by her husband, William F. Doran, 
scenic artist of the same company. 


At 11:80 o’clock last night a large number 


of the guests of the Commerciai Hotel were 
assembied in the rotunda, gathered in the 
parlor, and otherwise socially brought to- 
gether throughout the nouse. The several 
members of the Anderson company who 
lodge at the house had just come in, and of 
these Miss Clara Russeil had gone into the 
dining-room for the lunch that was still 
serving. She ordered a small repast and a 
bottie of ale, for which latter she laid on the 
table a silver dollar. She was scanning an 
evening newspaper and her meal had just 
been served when a man entered and ad- 
vanced toward her with a rapid stride. 

What followed is testitied to by guests of 
the hotel, waiters, bell boys, and other em- 
ployés of the house, as well as Mr. Dabb 
himself, some of whom saw the whole and 
others parts of the affairs. 3 

DRAGGED FROM THE ROOM. 

According to these the woman had touched 
neither sip nor morsel, and was bending for- 
ward to pour the ale when the man seized 
her by the arm, dragged her out of her chair, 
and haulea her across the floor to the door 
and out into the hallway. Her screams 
aroused the entire house. Nearly 100 men 
who were in the rotunda dashed up the 
stairs, and Mr. Dabb, the landlord, was at 
their head. 

The say Doran was found standing over 
the prostrate body of his wife, and that the 
woman said the man had beaten her. 

Mr. Dabb seized him and forced him 
against the wall, crying, ‘‘ You will strike a 
woman!“ 

Mr. Dabb says that Doran endeavored to 
hold his ground, declaring that he had a 
right to strike the woman, as she was his 
wife. 

“ You haven't got any such right in my 
house,“ declared Mr. Dabb. 

Doran demurred and Mr. Dabb said to 
him, Get out!” 

“Get out!“ shouted the hotel proprietor 
again as Doran hesitated. 

Get out!” 

Mr. Dabb yelled this last injunction, and 
seizing Doran forced him down the stairs 
and drove him into the street. | 

HUSBAND AND WIFE. 

Miss Russell was conducted to her room 
and such restoratives as she needed 
brought to her. She was shockingly 
bruised about the face and over her 
whole body. She is a young English- 


woman, simple in manner and quite pretty. 


The most interesting feature of this episode 
of violence is that it reveals to her company 
and to the public, too, forthe first time the 
fact that she is the wife of William F. Doran. 
She is about 26 years old and he nearly 40. 
He is of short stature, has a dark mustache, 
is of good appearance, and stylish dress. He 
is said to be clever in his line of business and 
did a great deal to make “The Winter’s 
Tale the scenic success that itis. He mar- 
ried Miss Russeliin Boston three weeks ago 
and so secretly were the nuptials conducted 
that this printed anouncement will bear the 
first acquaintance of them to the company. 

Doran had known his wife Tor years before 
he married her, although they had been 
separated by long intervals. He seems to be 
insanely jealous of her. 

THES ACTRESS’ STORY. 

Miss Russell has a most interesting and 
harrowing story to relate. To a TRIBUNE re- 
porter who had been attracted to the hotel 
by the crowd that had collected in front of 
the house during the excitement the actréss 
told the following story: 

1 came to America first,” she said, 
“seven years ago with Henry Irviag’s com- 
pany. I met Mr. Doran at that time, but 
esteemed him only as a nice gentleman. I 
went back to England with Mr. Irving's com- 
pany. I jomed Miss Anderson’s com- 
pany there and came to America 
with her. She is as good and kind 
as she is excellent in art. It distresses me 
beyond measure that I should be the agent 
of attracting other than the most admiring 
attention to her and her people. This case 
is not my fault, and I would do anything 
to keep this unhappy matter silent. She 
does not know, nor does any other of her 
company know, that I am married to Mr. 
Doran. This will be a most unadvantageous 
manner of making the announcement that is 
due. 

„Mr. Doran was associated with the com- 


pany after we reached America, and I mar- 


ried him in Boston three weeks ago. The 
ceremony was a civil one and performed by 
a competent officer—I have my certificate— 
but I am not sufficiently familiar with the 
laws and institutions of the country to state 
how and by whom the event was legalized. 
Mr. Doran has, without any reason what- 
ever, been severe on me since, and I am ren 
dered most unhappy.” 
COVERED WITH BRUISES. 

The woman as she related these incidents 
was suffering from bruises over her arms 
and body, a contused eye, and a badly in- 
flamed face. She showed the reporter her 
neck and arms, which were discolored from 
bruises which, she said, were the resuit 
of blows and pinches inflicted by 
her husband since their marriage. 


She said that one time he treated her so: 


roughly in her room that on his temporary 
departure she barred the door. He climbed 
through the transom, and, she says, was vio- 
lent in his conduct.

MORMONS BEATEN IN A CITY ELECTION. 


Gentiles Elect a Mayor and Members of 
Council at Ogden. 

Ocpen, Utah, Feb. 11.—[Special.]—The 
most important election in the history of 
Utah took place today. It was a fight by the 
Gentile or Liberal party for a foothold m 
the Territory by the election of a Mayor and 
Council. The new city-hall was crowded 
at all its entrances, where the election 
proceeded at four different ballot-boxes. 
A system of intimidation was com- 
menced on the part of the Mormons 
by arresting Gentiles before they had a 
chance to vote and hurrying them off to jail. 
This was anticipated by the opposite party, 
who had Marshal Dyer present and a squad 
of troops quartered in Brown’s Hotel across 
the street. The Marshal at once stopped the 
arrests until voters had a chance to 
tender their votes and be passed 
upon dy the judges, After this the 
election passed off quietiy. The result of 
the election is a victory for the Gentiles, 
and thereis great enthusiasm dispiayed to- 
night. The vote for Mayor was: Kiesel 
(Liberal), 1,140; Boyle (Mormon), 701. Lib- 
eral majority, 489. Kiesel is an old resident 
and one of the pioneer business-men of 
Ogden. The other candidates are also solid 
citizens, fully identified with the interests of 
the city, and most of them old residents. 


Disease in an Orphan School. 

HARRISBURG, Pa., Feb. 11.—Superintendent 
Higbee of tne State orphan school has received 
an official report of the condition of the boys at 
the McAllisterville Soldiers’ Orphans’ School. 
Dr. Hoopes, the school physician, who submitted

One of Mr. Yerkes’ grip-car trains, weary of 
the monotony of breaks in the cable, disabled 
grips, used-up loops, had taken tne oppor- 
tunity to introduce a little variety into the 
daily chapter of accident and incident and 
dispute the right of way with a Blue Island 
avenue street-car. Might was right in this 
case, and the grip-car succeeded in taking 
the crossing and keeping it for the better 
part of an hour at the expense of nothing 
more than the endangering of the lives and 
limbs of 200 or 300 passengers and the delay 
of as many thousand, to say nothing of a 
smashed car and a damaged grip. 

Dearborn street from Monroe to Randoipn 
was lined with citizens anxious to get home. 
At Madison street there was an unusually 
large crowd. It was noticed that when the 
train rounded the loop into Dearborn street 
something was wrong. There were four 
cars in the train and the propelling power 
was in the centre. It came up Dearborn 
street at an unusual rate of speed. a Blue 
Island avenue car was coming down from 
the west. As it neared Dearborn street the 
people yelled to the gripman in the cable-car 
to Look out!” A second afterwards the 
head grip smashed into the middle of the 
horse-car, throwing it fully fifteen feet off 
its tracks, 

THE PASSENGERS. 

There were two ladies in the car and they 
were violently thrown to the floor. Both 
refused to give their names. They were 
frightened nearly to death, but réceived no 
hurts beyond bruises. 

The horse-car was badly wrecked. A great 
hole in the side of the car, a broken wheel, 
and dismantied springs showed the force of 
the collision. The grip-car, save a broken 
lantern, was uninjured. ~“ 

At the time of the collision the north-bound 
train was filled to its utmost capacity. The 
shock threw all of them off their feet. For a 
moment there was the wildest sort of con- 
fusion and in the struggle to get out of the 
cars and reach firm ground many of the 
women passengers were roughly handled. 
Several, it was said, fainted away. 

The head grip, No. 558, Clark street, Lin- 
coln Park, and limits line, was in charge of 
Gripman H. S. Wear, the conductor being W. 
E. Miller. Its grip had broken at Randolph 
street and the down-town grip, No. 420, had 
hitched on and was pushing the forward 
train. The gripman at the head of this 
double train claims that he gave the signal to 
stop when he saw a collision was imminent, 
but that no attention was paid to it 
by the gripman behind. Some of the passen- 
gers say that there was no man on the front 
platform of the first grip, but Wear and two 
policemen who saw the accident, as well as 
Mike Ryan, conductor of the Blue Island 
avenue car, say that there was a man there. 

A ereat crowd surrounded the wreck. 
Every effort to clear tue tracks was jeered 
at. The unpopularity of Mr. Yerkes was 
manifested in a dozen different ways. Efforts 
were made to frighten the horses and block 
the tracks. But for the presence of a dozen 
blue coats the cars mght have been standing 
there yet. 

A TERRIFYING EXPLOSION. 

One of the new oil-heaters introduced this 
winter by Baron Yerkes on the North Side 
street-cars exploded yesterday morning, bad- 
ly frightening the passengers on the car, but, 
fortunately, doing no further damage. Gar- 
fiela avenue car No. 198 had stopped at Di- 
vision street on the down-town trip when 


| the explosion occurred. The car was crowd- 


ed with passengers, who had been comment- 
ing on the smoke and odor emitted by the 
heater. Much dissatisfaction was expressed, 
but the passengers were thankful that the 
cable wasin operation and put up with the 
comparatively sligbt annoyance. Suddenly 
there came a puff of smoke, a flash of fire, 
anda deafening report. There was a wild 
scramble to escape from the car, and in the 
crush several ladies were more or less 
bruised. Three were overcome by the shock 
and had to be assisted from the car. An im- 
vestigation showed that no damage had been 
done. The oil from the reservoir had escaped 
too rapidly and had accumulated in the heat- 
er. When it caught fire the explosion fol- 
lowed. The car proceeded on its way, but 
many of the passengers preferred to waik 
rather than to expose themselves to new dan-

4 Murder in Dundee Leads to the Arrest of 
the Supposed Whitechapel Fiend. 
Lonpon, Feb. 11.—The body of a woman, 

concealed in a woodeh chest, was discovered 

today by the police of Dundee. The abdo- 
men was ripped open and the body other- 
wise mutilated. The chest was so small that 


the body into it. The husband of the woman, 
W. H. Bury, has been arrested on suspicion 
of being her murderer. 

Bury was a resident of Whitechapel, Lon- 
don, and his antecedents, which have been 
traced, suggest that he is probably Jack 
the Ripper,” and that he is subject to fits of 
unconscious murder mania. The post-mor- 
tem examination heid on the body of the 
Dundee victim proved that the woman had 
first been strangled and that her body hau 
then been mutilated, the abdomen being 
ripped open and the legs and arms twisted 
and broken. 

Bury says that he left Whitechapel three 
weeks ago. He refuses to say why he left 
there, and acknowledges that he had no busi- 
ness requiring his attention in Dundee. He 
says that he and his wife drank heavily last 
night before retiring and that he does not 
know how he got to bed. Upon awakening, 
he says, he found his wife lying upon the 
floor with a rope around her neck. Actuated 
by a sudden mad impulse for which he can- 
not account he seizea a knife and siashed the 
body. Upon reason returning he 
alarmed, and hastily crushed the body into 
the chest in which it was found, thinking to 
fly and make his escape. He found, how- 
ever, that he could not leave his wife’s re- 
mains, and he finally resolved to inform the 
police. 

The theory of the police officials is that 
Bury’s wife knew of facts connecting him 
with the East End atrocities, and that she 


took him to Dundee in the hope of prevent- 


ing a recurrence of the crimes. 
A BIG BLOCK OF PULLMAN STOCK. 


Five Millions of a New Isaue Soon to Be 
Placed on the Market. 

It was reportea last night on what seemed 
to be excellent authority that $5,000,000 had 
been added to the capital stock of the Pull- 
man Palace-Car Company. This was author- 
ized at a meeting of the directors at the com- 
pany’s offices yesterday, and is the outcome 
of the recent deal with the Union. Sleeping- 
Car Company and the purchasing of tne 
sleeping-car service of the Atchison, Topeka 
& Santa Fé. The new stock is to be issued 
Feb. 21 and sold to the stockholders of record 
that day at par. Pullman stock is now above 
200, and can hardly fall much below that on 
account of the increase. The disposal of the 
new stock at par will net the company $5,000,- 
000, of which $2,000,000 will be used 
for partly paying for the recently purchased 
Union sleeping-car service and the interest 
of the Atchison Road in the sleeping-car 
service which was furnished by the Pull- 
man Company. No information has been 
given outas to the use to which the other 
$3,000,000 is to be put, but there are hints 
about some sort of a deal with the 
Union Pacific Road. Just what is the nature 
of the deal has not been made public. A por- 
tion of the money, it is said, will be devoted 
to the equipment of cars to be used on roads 
in States where bilis are passed reducing 
sleeping-car rates.

ANARCHY IS DISCUSSED. 


THE INDIANA HOUSE EXCITED OVER 
A LABOR BILL, 


An Attempt Made to Repeal an Old Law 
-A Bill to Legalize a Marriage Reveals 
@ Strange Story—Scheme of the Demo- 
crates in West Virginia—The Dakota 
Legisiature to Ask for Gov. Church’s 
Removal—Other State News. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Feb. yd ig ge oe, 
There was a great deal ot talk in the In- 
diana House of Representatives today about 
anar when a bill to repeal Secs, 2,126 
and 2,127 of the Revised Statutes came up 
for consideration on second reading. The 
two sections have been on the statute books 
ten years, and they make it a criminal of- 
fense for strikers to intimidate men from 
working or to interfere with the running of 
trains. There have been few instances in 
labor troubles where the law has been en- 
forced, although commonly violated, but the 


labor organizations throughout the State 


have demanded the repeal of the sections 
for the reason, as stated, that they are re- 
garded as a stigma upon workingmen. The 
debate on the matter was spirited, and it was 
asserted that such laws fed anarchy and 
stamped laborers as Anarchists. The discus- 
sion took a wide range, and finally the 
author of the bill, to make a favorable action 
certain, decided that it was a Democratic 
measure, and that Democrats must vote tor 
it. The bill was engrossed. | 

A bili limiting the powers of township 
trustees, which, it is asserted, is to Indiana 
taxpuyers one of the most important meas- 
ures that have come before the Legislature at 
this session, was passed this afternoon. It 
requires that trustees, before making con- 
tracts for the purchase of supplies ot any 
kind or for the construction of build- 
ings, shall file with the County 
Auditor at least ten days before the session 
ofthe Board of County Commissioners a 
statement of what may be needed, to which 
any taxpayer may have the right to file 
objections, which must be given considera- 
tion by the County Commissioners. When- 
ever a trustee issues a note, warrant, or other 
evidence of indebtedness he shall register it 
in a book to be kept for that purpose. It is 
intended to prevent extravagance ana to 
make impossible such rascally operations 
as were discovered in so many townships 
years ago. 

A bill that is made a part of a remarkable 
story was introduced in the Legislature to- 
day by Senator Bischouski. It is entitled 
An act to legalize the marriage of Rachel 
Coy.“ The need of the extraordinary legs- 
lation asked is explained in a statement that 
in 1846 Rachel Mason of Terre Haute 
became the wife of John 
in the following year deserted her. Six 
years passed without information regarding 
him being received, aud, supposing that he 
was dead, Mrs. Coy married Lawrence 
Rurgess, with whom she lived until the out- 
break of the late war, when he enlisted as a 
Union soldier. In the meantime the union 
had resulted im the birth of four 
children. Burgess was killed in battle. 
Twelye years afterward the woman, 
who supposed herseif to be his widow, 
learned that her first husband was still alive 
and was an inmate of a poor asylum at 
Springfield, III. The bill that has just been 
introduced is to legalize the marriage 
to Burgess and to make legitimate 
the birth of the four children, 
three of whom are now alive and, if the 
bill is passed, will receive pensions aggre- 
gating between 88,000 and $10,000, which 
cannot otherwise be procured. If the 
bill creating a Supreme Court Conrmis- 
sion in Indiana is passed its constitution- 
ality will probably be disputed and tested 
by quo warranto proceedings. Two questions 
will be raised—the right of the Legislature 
to create a judicial commission and, if it may 
be created, the right to appoint or elect the 
Judges. ' 

The Sepators devoted nearly the whole of 
today to the further consideration of the 
Election bill. There was along discussion 
on the question as to whether the law should 
apply to municipal and township elections. 
Senator Barrett proposed as an amendment 
that it should apply to the city elections in 
Indianapolis, but nowhere else in the State. 
The amendment was defeated. 

Just before adjournment the bill placing 
the police and fire departments of Indianap- 
olis under the control of a Boara of Commis- 
sioners to be elected by the General Assem- 
bly was called up, and an attempt 
was made by the Democrats to rush 
it through under the operation of 
the previous question. After vainly protest- 
ing against the gag-rule the Republican 
members began leaving their seats two and 
three at a time, and before the Speaker 
realized the purpose of the movement 
all except three gr four were gone. 
He at once announced that if an at- 
tempt was made to break a quorum the 
absent members ＋ 3 de compelled to pay 
the penalty of $1, to which they made 
themselves liable. The thirty doorkeepers 
were ordered to close the doors im- 
mediately, and to bring back all of 
the members they could find. About 
half of them were caught in tne 
cloak-room and were brought into the House. 
The roli-call showed that there were enough 
present to make a quorum, and the bill was 
engrossed. Itis one of the partisan meas- 
ures that the Democrats are determined to 
push through the Legislature under caucus 
rule. 


A WEST VIRGINIA SCHEME. 


Rumor of a Pian for the Democrats to 
Secure Two Offices. 

Waee.ine, W. Va., Feb. 11.—[Special.]— 
The most startling and ingeniots scheme 
yet suggested for the settiement of the situ- 
ation at Charleston with regard to the posi- 
tion of Governor and United States Senator 
is one which is vouched for as authentic. 
This scheme is said to have been bégotten of 
the ambition and shrewdness of Henry 8. 
Walker, Secretary of State, and has for 
its purpose the elevation of Gov. Wilson 
to the United States Senate and of 
President Carr of the State Senate to the 
Governor’s chair and the retention of these 
two otffices by these worthies and of the Sec- 
retary of Stute’s fat berth for Walker until 
the next regular session of the Legislature 
in 1890.

WHEN DOCTOR’S DISAGREE. 


Opinion of Chicago Physicians on Pasteur’s 
Discovery. 

In common with the other large cities of 
America Chicago has not escaped repeated 
visitations of the scourage of diphtheria. 
The Paris cablegram announcing Pasteur’s 
discovery of the germ, or bacillus, of the 
disease has in consequence aroused much lo- 
cal interest. Prominent specialists inter- 
viewed yesterday were of opinion that the 
discovery would soon be followed by the pro- 
duction by cultivation of the bacillus in such 
shape as to admit of inoculation against the 
disease, as in vaccination. Prof. E. Fletcher 
Ingal's of the chair of laryngology in Kush 
Medical College, while bupeful, was not so 
sanguine, however, and denied originality in 
the results of Pasteur’s experiments. 

What Pasteur claims to have discovered,“ 
he said, was accomplished seven or eight 
years ago by Wood and Formad of Phila- 
delphia, who operated under the supervision 
of Koch, Pasteur’s German rival. Wood and 
Formad found in the false membrane wich 
forms in the throat in diphtheria two kinds 
of organisms.. On the surface of the mem- 
brane they found a micrococcus, inoculauon 
of which in rabbits and chickens produced 
something like erysipelas. Deeper in the 
tissues they found a bacillus, from which 
distinctive diphtheria was reproduced in 
those animals. They cultuvated this bacilius 
on blood-serum, meat-broth, pe ©, and 
grape-sugar. It thrived at 68° Fahren- 
heit. But they failed, as Pasteur 
admits he has failed, to cultivate the bacillus 
into a sufficiently harmless creature for use 
in preventive inoculation. That is the thing 
left to do. The germ itself is an old acquaint 
ance. It remains to tame it and yoke it in 
the service of medicine alongside the vac- 
cine germ. While I think this will yet be 
done, I have no great hope of Pasteur's 
bringing it about in viewof tne ineffectuve 
experiments under Koch. 

“In the meantime diphtheria presents as 
many difficulties to the practitioner as ever. 
At the conclusion of their investigauons 
Wood and Formad said: ‘Diphtheria is a 
putrid sore throat.’ That leaves the matter 
where it has always stood. Does the germ 

roduce the sore throat? Or is a special con- 
dition of the throat necessary to breed the 

rm? Is the disease local? Or does it arise 
rom some constitutional affection and mere- 
ly display itself locally! These quesůuons 
have not beer answe by the experiment- 
alists, and the treatment of the disease must 
of course depend on the answer given by the 
individual practitioner. 

“Tam myself of the opinion that diphthe- 
ria is acquired only when the system isina 
debilitated condition. Few ple escape 
the visits of the minute bacilli which pro- 
duce the disease. They are frequently found 
in the mucous membrane of tne throats of 
healthy persons. Only thesusceptibie are 
stricken. The best safeguards against such 
susceptibility are warm clothing and warm 
houses. The is most prevalent in the 
tall and spring, when people don’t know 
whether to have firesin the house or not, 
and 2 oe mp | are more lable than at 
other seasons to debilitating colds.’ 

ANTEDATED IN GERMANY. 

Dr. Edwin J. Kuh—The bacillus of diphtheria 
was discovered in 1884 Drs. Loffler and Schutz 
of the laboratory of the rd of Health at Ber- 
lin. Therefore the papers which herald the dis- 
covery of the Pasteur laboratory as something 
new are mistaken. But in Pasteur's laboratory 
additional work has been done. They have 
isolated a chemical. the ingestion of which 
produces the paralytic symptoms characteristic 
of diphtheria. It premature to discuss pre- 
ventive inoculation in this connection, and even 
if such a thing existed in regard to diphtheria it 
would be difficult to discover its usefulness, as 
one attack of diphtheria does not produce im- 
munity from a second one. Besides that, 
hydrophobia, which may be considered a 
sample of the efficacy of preventive inoculation, 
is an entirely different disease. We know when 
the infection occurs and we also know that it 
has @ long stage of inoubation, whereas diph- 
theria is not recognized until the patient has it. 

Dr. Woodbury—He may be able to find bacilli 
in diphtheria, but whether by inoculation the 
spread of the disease can be affected is alto- 

ther another question. Certainly it will never 
Be known till it is tried, and as i have notex- 
perimented with it I can give no decided opinion. 

Dr. W. J. Hawkes—I wouldn't be surprised if 
he mukes a success of it. I think all the experi- 
ments he is making are analogous to vaccina- 
tion. Vaccine virus is similar to small-pox virus. 
The cultivation of these germs results eventually 
in a different and yet similar poison. As vaccine 
acts as a prophylactic against small-pox, so, 1 
think, these cultivations when attenuated will 
act similarly in the respective diseases of which 
they are a product. Every experiment Dr. 
Pasteur has made and every success he has ac- 
complished is strong evidence in favor of the 
truth of his theories. He is on the right track. 

Dr. Henry Grodie—I do not doubt that Dr. 
Pasteur has made such experiments; for the 
Germans have carried on the same experiments 
and found that they worked. Dr. Pasteur, or his 
students who are said to have made this discov- 
ery, simply corroborates the progress made by 
the Germans. The original report made by these 
students I have read, and it refers to the possi- 
bilities of inoculation only in a negative sense. 
They have no means of prevention by inocula- 
tion. re is no reason, in my opinion, for 
looking forward to the possibility of vaccination 

inst diphtheria. The best way to fight the 
— in general is by thorough isolation of the 
patient and disinfection. In Michigan these 
pians have been quite successful. 

Dr. J. S. Haun—I don't look as favorably upon 
it as 1 do his theory of inoculation for hydro- 
phobia. I don't know as I ought to say anything 
about it, as I haven't paid much attention to it. 

Dr. De Lonchet—I don’t see why it wouldn't 

in this case as in small-pox or hydrophobia. 
HE THINKS PASTEUR CRAZY. 

Dr. P. S. Arndt—I think Pasteur is crazy. 
Give a doctor time to see the patient affected 
with diphtheria and a little Bourbon whisky and 
quinine will cure the case—of course with per 
nursing. This idea of inoculation is bosh. 
Pasteur’s theory of inoculation for hydrophobia 
is losing as 7 — every day. I don't take any 
stock in such t 8.

the prohibition of the liquor traffic and giv- 
ing the people of any county all the protec- 
tion against the saloons which they can be 
inauced to demand or accept. The bill will 
establish State-wide brohibiuon as the pri- 
mary rule in Illinois, with exceptions only 
where counties decline to avail themselves 
of the law as provided or undertake its en 
forcement. What more than this can be 
asked justly? What more can be of any pos- 
sible benefit? 

As between a prohibitory amendment to 
the Constitution and the Bogardus County 
Option bill the people of any county would 
have to choose whether they would take pro- 
hibition as already provided for them with 
all the aids the State supplies for the enforce- 
ment of any law or whether they would vote 
to put in the Constitution a “‘ glittering gen- 
erality,” which would not and could not en- 
force itself and would have only the meaning 
successive Legislatures might see fit to give 
it, and in any event would be a dead letter or 
not, just as public sentiment in any commu- 
nity desired. 

Iowa tried the plan of constitutional amend- 
ment only to abandon it in disgust. It was 
found there was no reason whatever for vot- 
ing police law into the Constitution, as with- 
out any change of that instrument the Legis- 
lature had complete legal power to deal with 
the liquor traffic as it pleased. Accordingly, 
without having prohibition. in the Constitu- 
tion in terms, the Iowa Legislature enacted 
the most stringent prohibitory statutes, and 
where they have failed of execution it is not 
Owing to any lack of constitutional power, 
but to a hostile public sentiment in counties 
containing cities of considerable size. The 
result practically in Iowa is local option, save 
that where the people refuse to enforce abso- 
lute prohibimon they have no protection by 
high license taxation; and in such localities 
the liquor traffic is free and unrestrained. 

The Bogardus County Option bill would 
give Illinois a strong anti-liquor law. Wher- 
ever public sentiment would support it there 
the liquor traffic might be suppressed as 
completely as in any of the rural counties of 
Iowa or Kansas. Elsewhere the restraints 
of high license taxation would be compulsory, 
and bence the traffic would be free in no 
part of the State but under the greatest 
practicable degree of restraint everywhere. 
The general policy of the State would be 
that of prohibition. In every county that 
would accept it the rule would be absolute 
prohibition, while in all others the law 
would be one of partial prohibition by taxa- 
tion. Such an adjustment only will meet the 
requirements of a great State like Illinois, 
one-third of whose adult population is drawn 
from Europe, and with irreconcilable differ- 
ences of opinion as to the use of malt, vinous, 
or alcoholic beverages. ’ 

County option isthe true temperance doc- 
trine. The county is the unit in our political 
system in the enforcement of the law. The 
grand and petit juries are drawn from and 
represeut the county—the whole county and 
nothing more or less. The courts either be- 


are held in and ſor it. The State’s Attorney 
is a county officer. The Sheriff, who deprives 
men of life, liberty, or property in the name 
of violated law, is a county officer. The tax- 
ing and disbursing authority is vested in the 
Boards of Supervisors which legislate for the 
county. With the tremendous power of the 
county brought to bear any enforceable law 
can be executed, but without the power of 
the county nothing can be done unless the 
principles of home rule and local seif-goy- 
ernment are set aside or trampied under 
toot. 

Since the responsible officials of the coun- 
ties are all elected by popular vote they are 
the creatures of public sentiment and act 
only as it permits or indorses. Since the 
county it its entire organizauon embodies 
true democracy and the principle of home 
rule it becomes improper as well as impos- 
sible for one county to dictate to and govern 
another in such matters as the enforcement 
ot police regulauons or sumptuary laws. 
When the attempt is made to rule the ma- 
jority in a county by a majority outside the 
res uit always is that a law will be left on the 
statute book as a dead letter, or else outside

MR. DANA'S “PRESIDENTIAL THEFT” M- 
FATUATION. 

The Harlem Democratic Club of New York 
celebrated the anniversary of Samuel J. 
Tilden’s birthday Saturaay. Letters were 
sent from prominent Democrats unable to 
attend. Mr. Watterson made the principal 
speech of the occasion, devoting it to a 
sketch of Tilden. Other addresses were 
made, and among them one by Mr. Charles 
A. Dana, who spoke, as might have been ex- 
pected, upon “the great fraud of 1876,” 
‘while in his paper he refers to the meeting 
as having been held “in remembrance of 
Tilden and of the never-to-be-forgotten theft 
of the Presidency.”’ 

Mr. Dana has become 80 permeated with 
the erroneous notion of Presidential theft 
in 1876 that probably no amount of reason 
will ever change his opinions or convince him 
that the election of Hayes was not a Presi- 
dential larceny, when in fact the seating of 
Hayes was due to the defeat of the Democ- 
racy in an attempted theft of the boldest de- 
scription, both in forcible disfranchisement 
of Republicans and in the attempted pur- 


chase of Electoral votes. The Democrats 


at that time set out to steal tne Solid South 
by bulldozing, terrorism, fraud, and the shot- 
gun policy. More audacious measures were 
necessary then than now, for the black vot- 
ers in 1876 still had a little show of Federal 
protection in their rights as citizens. The 
Democrats deliberately conspired to carry 
the Republican States of South Carolina, 
Florida, Alabama, Mississippi, and Louis- 
jana by force of arms and other bulidozing 
methods, and they succeeded in carrying Mis- 
sissippi and Alabama. They failed to carry 
Florida, South Carolina, and Louisiana. 
They were beaten on the face of the returns 
in the first two States and tried the game of 
buying Electoral votes. In Louisiana they 
claimed the majority by the methods of 
the shotgun, and sought to bulidoze the Ke- 
publicans into conceding it. It is only nec- 
essary to refer to East and West Felic- 
iana and Grant Parishes, where an over- 
wheiming Democratic vote was piled up and 
hardly a Republican vote was allowed to be 
cast in those Republican counties, or to 
the audacious frauds in Baton Rovge, Cald- 
well, De Soto, Plaquemines, and other river 
parishes, where the colored Republicans 
were shot out, driven out, terrorized out, and 
counted out, or to recall the whole details of 
the Democratic conspiracy of theft. No 
fair-minded person of intelligence who fol- 
lowed the case all through can believe that 
Louisiana was carried legally for Tilden. He 
was honestly defeated. Had the election in 
that State been conducted by the same 
fair methods that obtain in Lilinois or in any 
otter Northern State the majority against 
Tilaen would have been over 10,000, because 
the State is Republican by that much. Fair 
methods in Mississippi would have given 
Hayes 20,000 majority, but he was cheated 
out of that State. Fair methods would also 
have carried Alabama for Hayes by a small 
majority. Tilden lost the State of Louisiana 
upon every condition which attaches to a 
tair, honest, and legal election, and Mr. Dana 
ought to know it just as well as he knows 
that Grover Cleveland's supporters carried 
that same State by fraud four years ago, as 
well as Mississippi, Alabama, Florida, and 
South Carolina, if not some others. 

When Mr. Hayes came into office he weak- 
ly compromised with the cotton South, and 
made well known concessions to it upon its 
promise that elections should be conducted 
fairly if there were no National interference. 
With the result of that bargain the Country 
is familar. Since Mr. Hayes’ time no more 
blacks have been allowed to vote than the 
cotton States think proper, the limit of pro- 
priety being that no Republican shall be 

to Congress from a Republican dis- 
trict. The Democrats failed to steal the elec- 
tion in 1876, but they did steal it in 1884, and 
Mr. Dana knows it, or ought to know it. It 
is astonishing that a man of his great inteili- 
gence does not see that if every man is per- 
mitted to vote in Louisiana who is entitled 
to vote and have his vote counted there is 
and has been for twenty years a large Re- 
publican majority in that State. Ifhe takes 
the ground that a citizen must not vote be- 
cause he is not a white man, then he is un- 
true to the principles for which he argued 
and strove so many years. He has allowed 
partisan prejudice to shut his eyes to the 
truth and the facts. 


TRUSTEES OF ILLINOIS COLLEGES. 
A number of the educational institutions 
of this State now find their usefulness ham- 
pered by a law passed in 1885, of the exist- 


until a few weeks ago. The Corporations act 
of 1872 had no provisions regarding the res- 
idence of trustees. They might be ali Ilii- 
noisans or ali from other States. For obvi- 
ous reasons the Constitution has provided 
that a majority of the directors of Illinois 
railways should be residents of the State, 
but the lawmakers saw no harm in having 
an educational institution controlied by out- 
siders, believing that their identification 
With an IIlinois enterprise would bring pupils 
and money to the State rather than take 
them away. 


But four years ago a bill was passed pro- 
viding that one-third of the trustees of IIIi- 
nois corporations might be non-residents. 
The act was prepared by persons who, ig- 
norant of the broad nature of the law as it 
then stood, thought non-residents were de- 
barred from acting as trustees, and in their 
desire to make the law less stringent than 
they fancied it was, made it far more 
severe, 

Now here is where the shoe pinches. Many 
of the Illinois colleges and schools represent 
religious bodies; which are strong in other 
States besides this, and the aid of whose out- 
side members cannot be dispensed with, if 
it is hoped to make the colleges a success. 
There is in this city, for instance, a theolog- 
ical seminary belonging to the Episcopal 
church. Uniess the Episcopalians of In- 
diana, Wisconsin, lowa, and other North- 
western States take a lively interest in its 
welfare it can only have a sickly existence. 
Experience has shown that that interest can 
be acquired enly by giving these outside 

dioceses representation on the Board of 
Trustees. That flatters their pride and leads 
them to send to this city pupils who would 
otherwise go to other States. 

The seminary at Monticello, which was 
burnt down not long ago, wishes to rebuild. 
It hopes to raise the money in part by ap- 

pealing to the Presbyterians of other States. 
It could do it more effectually if the church 
in those outside could have represen ta- 
tion on the board. The Baptists are hoping

ANARCHY IN THE PULPIT. 

A West Side who had selected 
for the topic of his Sunday sermon the some- 
what sensational theme, “ An Epidemic of 
Suicide,” made the sollowing preliminary re- 
marks: 


What is the matter with our Mayor? When he 
assumed his office he took an oath that he would 
enforce the laws [city ordinances], and it is writ- 
ten in the laws that on this day the saloons must 
be closed [there has been no city ordinance of 
the sort for sixteen years]. Is it that the 1 ON 
working for reéiection, is bound hand and 
in the power of these hellish saloons? Were 
there piles of dynamite under every one of these 
damnable saloons and it was in m 8 to 
touch them off I would be the one Any 


Now, anarchy in the pulpit is no panies 
than anarchy on the Lake-Front. It is in- 
deed worse, for it comes from one who knows 
better. The Anarchist wishes to bring 
about a certain state of society. He can do 
it, as far as law can do anything, & he can 
by converting people to his way of thinking 
get votes enough to carry his point. But that 
is too slow for him, and he préfers dynamite. 
This clergyman wants the saloons shut up. 
He can do it if he will get a large enough 
number of voters to pass the law and see 
that it is enforced. But that is too slow for 
him, and he sighs for dynamite. 

Now, if this clergyman had read the laws 
of Liiinois he would have found one which 
says: “Iftwo ormore persons shall con- 
“spire to do an unlawful act, dangerous in 
its character to human life, or to person or 
“property, or if its accomplishment will 
„necessarily or probably require the use of 
“force or violence which may result in the 
“taking of human life or injury to person or 
“property, every party shali be held crim- 
„inally liable.“ He would have found in the 
same law penalties for those who by speak 
ing to any public assemblage, advise, abet, 
“encourage, or incite the disturbance of the 
** public peace.” 

Does he think he is living up to those laws 
when he says that if there was dynamite 
under a saloon he would touch it off if he had 
the power! Is this the language of a minis- 
ter of the Gospel or of Grottkau and Currlin! 
It is more than probable, however, that this 
minister did not think what he was saying, 
and when he sees his sentiments in type, and 
notices whither they may lead, he will not 
allow the Arbeiter Bund at its next meeting 
to pass resolutions thanking him for having 
come over to the side of anarchy. 

Now asto the saloons. Under our laws 
the citizen is not the helpless slave of those 
in office. He 1s himself a part of the Govern- 
ment. and can singlehanded put in motion 
the machinery of its courts. It is well that 
this should be so, Officers are not omnipres- 
ent. Laws are not self-enforcing. When 
a citizen sees a violation of law it is his 
duty to act, not talk. If this clergyman saw 
a saloon open Sunday he can go before a Jus- 
tice of the Peace, swear out a warrant for 
the offender, have him arrested, and bound 
over to the Criminal Court. He can appear 
before the grand jury and testify against 
him, and so can any of his congregation 
knowing the facts. And this is all the 
Mayor can do. He can only act in his capac- 
ity of a private citizen, for liquor selling 
Sunday is no violation of any city ordinance, 
as the voters decreed by 12,000 majority the 
last time the question was before them. 
Possibly the clergyman was unaware of this 
State law and the mode of its enforcement. 
Now that he learns of its existence he will 
doubtless—for he seems to feel deeply on 
this subject—perform his duty, and swear 
out a warrant or go before the grand jury. 
If he does not we can understand that his 
zeal has more politics than principle in it. 


EFFECT OF JUDGE BREWER’S DECISION. 

The decision by Judge Brewer, which will 
perhaps take a prominent place in the history 
of railroad legislation, has given rise toa 
wondrous diversity of opinion in regard to 
its bearing on the selling values of a large 
number of transportation properties. The 
news that it had been rendered caused a free 
selling of stocks, but the reaction shows that 
at least some men in the financial world 


think it need not operate to the permanent 


disadvantage of the affected railroads, as it 
certainly will not to the rights of the great 
public. A leading firmin this city says in 
its latest circular: Under this decision 
rates in the future will be more uni- 
form. It was the higher rates charged 
in Iowa than in Illinois and Ne- 
bruska that caused the agitation which re- 
sulted in this law, and the decision is an- 
other step towards the legal restriction of 
the absolute power of discrimination hereto- 
fore exercised by railway corporauon offi- 
cials. Limiting this absolute power must in 
the end be of benefit both to the railways 
and the people.” This is sound doctrine, 
and strictly in line with the position taken 
by Tur Tarsune. The fact that lines affect- 
ed by the decision have been in the habit of 
discriminating by charging to some less 
than others were required to pay for the 
same service is sufficient proof that they 
can afford to serve all at the lower 
rate and good reason why they should 
be requirea to do so. The entire sys- 
tem of railroad management has been 
honeycombed so thoroughly with special 
rates and rebates that it has degenerated 
into a nest of favoritism that strongly sug- 
gests widespread corruption if it does not 
prove its existence, and indicates forcibly 
the necessity ot radical reformative meas- 
ures. The market for stocks will be a 
healthy one and innocent investors who are 
not speculators will be reasonabiy safe only 
when the men who manage the railroads are 
obliged to act fairly between their patrons, 
as is the rule in other kinds of business. Ap- 
parently they will not do this till rates are es- 
tablished on a basis so low that the offenders 
will not be able to cut and grant rebates to 
their friends. 


TuHere is a bill pending before the Legis- 
lature to check the ‘pernicious activity“ of 
chattel mortgage sharks. How badly it is 
needed and how wise it would be to pass it 
with an emergency clause the following in- 
stance will show. Seventeen months ago a 
business-man, not having the money to pay 
his rent, borrowed $45 from a chattel mort- 
gage man. On that he has made payments as 
follows: interest, $40; three renewals, $9; 
total, $49. The debt, however, has not been 
diminished, and is now $57.50. hie owes tne 
principal plus the February interest of $2.50 
and $10, which was added to the prin- 
cipal by one of the three persons through 


Whose hands the mortgage has vassed. 


Now, having defaulted in his interest, he is in 
momentary fear that the property covered 
by the mortgage, which is worth over $800, 
will be seized and pass out of his possession 
forever.

As the book itself 
is already gathering dust it is not likely the 
protest will arouse much interest. Mrs. 
Ward in 1889 is just where she was in 1881, 
and should now rest until she has a message 
to deliver. 


Intsn emigration has taken a new direc- 
tion. During the mooth of January sixty- 
eight British steamérs took 25,000 emigrants, 
mostly Irish, to Buenos Ayres. A small pro- 
portion of these, as might be expected, are 
skillea workingmen. They are principally 
the sons of small farmers. Not more than a 
fifth of the entire number ‘were females. 
The Argentine Republic is bidding high for 
those emigrants. They are given each 
about 200 acres of Government land for set- 
tlement and are guaranteed employment 
when they arrive. The passage money has 


been advanced in some cases. The southern | 


Republic has hitherto been a favorite field 
for Italian emigration, but the Italians are 
no longer considered desirable. They are 
not as capable tillers as the English or the 
Irish, and they are not of much account in 
the packing-houses, rendering establish- 
ments, and tanneries established in the vicin- 
ity of Buenos Ayres. Both the British and 
the Irish take kindly to those industries, 
which are maintained principally by British 
capital. There is now a large Irisn colony in 
Buenos Ayres which maintains several Cath- 
olic churches and schools and a Catholic 
weekly newspaper. The new emigrants 
are from the south of Ireland, and will of 
course readily assimilate with the old colo- 
nists. eee

METHODS OF THE u. 8. SUPREME COURT. 


Coxe’s Mistakes Corrected—How the Court 
Tries to Economize Ita Time. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. &—[Editor of The 
Tribune. |—THE TRIBUNE of Feb. 1 contains some 
editorial comments upon a paper by Judge Alfred 
C. Coxein the February Forum upon the Su- 
preme Court of the United States and its meth- 
ods of doing business. The artiele in the Forum 
18 SO erroneous in its facts and conclusions that 1 
know you will gladly publish a correct statement 
of the methods and business of the court, show- 
ing amount of labor performed, and also that 
the remedy for the present delay in obtnining a 

judgment there must be sought in Congress. 

Of the matters in the article referred to, for 
which the court is supposed to be blameworthy 
and as to which it is said it may greatly modify 
the evil of the law's delay, the first is that the 
Justices should give up circuit ridihg and spend 
their whole working time in the business of the 
court at Washington. In regard to this it ming 
be said that the Justites of the Supreme Court o 
the United States have, ever since the creation 
of the judicial system, now a century ago. been 
by law Judges of the Cireuit Courts of tthe Uni nited 
States. Tne Revised Statutes of the United 
States contain the follow provision, taken 
from the act of — 10. 1800, and found in 16 U. 
S. Statutes at Larg 

“ SEO. 310. It shall’ wy ‘the duty of the Chief 
Justice and of each Justice of the Supreme Court 
to attend at least one term of the Circuit Court 
in each district to which he is allotted during 
every period of two years.“ 

It any attempt is to de made to comply with 
this statute the Justices will have to go around 
on the circuit every year, attending courts in 
some districts one year and in other districts in 
another. No Justice in modern times has felt 
at liberty to disregard this long settled practice 
and the positive injunction of act of Congress 
on the subject.

It 1s a Most enormous misstate⸗ 
ment, to say the least, that 20 per cent more 
working time wouid be secured for hearing cases 
if this practice were discontinued. There is not 
more than one case out of every ten where the 
announcement of the judgment is accompanied 
by the reading of the whole opinion.

ions Monday, or upon any other day. Whether 
the judgment of Judge Coxe or that of the mem- 
bers of the Supreme Court is to control in * 4 
gard to deciding cases without comet any opin 
ion at all is a question with to which 
probably the professional pubtie we would coincide 
with the court, holding that controversies which 
are of sufficient importance to demand the at- 
tention of that high court should have the rea- 
a ee in writing on which they are deter- 
min 

It should be said in defense of the Supreme 
Court of the United States and its Judges that it 
is beheved that they spend more 8 hours 
in a year in the prosecution o business of 
the court than any similar body in “she country. 
One result of this is that the court at the end of 
every term of eight months has decided almost 
évery case that has been submitted for decisio 
and the number thus decided is, perhaps, equ 
to if not greater the number of decisions of 
any similar tribunal in the United States, not- 
withstanding the greater importance of the 
cases which come before it. These, including 
motions involving important questions of law, 
which are often Ae argued, with extend - 
ed reference to authorities, average, as Ju 
Coxe says, nearly 500 in number at each term.

OLD VETS WILL SUPPORT THE PARTY. 


They Will Stand by the Republicans in the 
Spring Campaign. 

The regular meeting of the Chicago Union 
Veteran Club was held last night at the Grand 
Pacific. The retiring President, John J. Healy, 
addressed the club briefly and introduced his 
successor, John D. Adair, who assumed at once 
the duties of- President. On taking the 
chair he said: “But a few days must 
yet elapse before the Republican party 
will again assume the reins of the 
Government. The victory we achieved a few 
months ago was due, no doubt, largely to the 
splendid pearing of our candidate throughout 
the ordeal and his magnificent record upon the 
battlefield and in the Senate.

The Chamber, by a vote of 200 to 266, then 
agreed to proceed with the discussion of the 
articles of the Scrutin d’ Arrondissement bill, 
allof which were afterwards adopted. The 
members of the Right demanded that the 
final vote on the bill asa whole be an open 
one, each Deputy declaring his vote from the 
tribune. This was agreed to. 


The French Budget of Estimates. 

Parts, Feb. 11.—In the Chamber of Depu- 
ties today M. Peytral, Minister of Finance, 
presented the budget estimates for 1890. They 
show an increase in the expenses of 25,000,000 
trancs over 1889, to meet which it is 
proposed to utilize the surplus revenue re- 
ceipts of 1888 and the sums expected to 
accrue from the new sugar law. It is also 
proposed to meet the extra military budget 
of 180,000,000 francs by the issue of 
bonds redeemable in eighteen years. The 
budget reserves the right to modify the pro- 
posais in the event of the liquor or income 
taxes being adopted. The Temps, in com- 
mending the early presentation of the 
budget, says that it is desirable for the in- 
terests of the Paris Exhibition to vote it as 
soon as possible.

THE LOTTERY SWINDLERS. 


Conducting Their Business in Chicago in 
the Most Shameless Way. 

All day yesterday from early morning until 6 
p. m. Room No. 22 at No. 1288 Washington street 
was thronged with purchasers of Louisiana Lot- 
tery tickets. 

When Mr. James E. Moore, the agent of the 
company, opened his doors at 8 o' clock the long 
ball was filled with laboring men, most of them 
carrying dinner-pails on their arms. These men 
had from $1 to 6 to invest. Most of them were 
poorly clad. They could ill-afford to lose from 
one to two hours’ pay from their daily wages to 
bet ona game where they give odds of $1 to 40 
cents, Yet there they were, with the certainty 
of being docked for lost time. 

Mr. Moore is entitled to a great deal of credit 
for his sympathy with the laboring men. For- 
merly he refused to open his office for business 
until 9:30 o’clock. Some of the laboring men 
called on bim and represented to him that it was 
a great hardship to lose two hours’ pay. Mr. 
Moore's philanthropic heart beat responsive. He 
said: 

“I will ‘give the laboring man a chance.“ For 
honest toil Ihave the greatest respect. I will 
open up at 8 o'clock and my dear fellow laborers 
will only lose one hour and a half of time.“ 

All day yesterday the crowd surged through 
the wide open doors. At noon the ball was filled 
with men anxious to invest their hard earned 
money in the great New Orleans scheme. A line 
was formed eee the desk through the 
long hall nearly to Washington street. It was a 
motiey assemblage. There were boys rangin 
from 10 to 15 years of age. There were plenty o 
laboring men clad in the habiliments of poverty. 
There were clerks, old gray headed men, and, 
strangest ofall, many women. Most of the lat- 
ter were sho ls apparently, but there were 
also the school marms and representatives of the 
demi-monde. 

A TRIBUNE reporter sjood at the side of the 
blind rail next to the cashier's window. where 
Mr. Moore raked in the dollars from 12 to 1 
o’clock. During that time $865 was taken in. 
Then the re r took his place at the end of 
the line, and at exactly 1:35 reached the window. 
Mr. Moore was calm cool, as though such a 
thing as an indictment had never crossed his 
gilded path. The reporter threw out $2 Mr. 
Moore took the money and an assistant threw 
out two tickets. There were no questions asked 
of any one except one small boy, who had to 
stand on tiptoe to look over the counter. He

In the line were two office boys known to the 
reporter. One of them was 16 and the other 17

It is said that Mr. Moore sells over $40,000 
worth of the tickets every month. His commis- 
sion is 30 per cent. This would give him an in- 
come of $12,000 per month. A large proportion 
of the tickets sent to him, however, are placed 
in the hands of agents, many of whom are bar 
bers.
